Home Guard Suggested 


The suggestion has been made by 


several parties within the past few 
weeks that something should be 
done this summer in the way of 


forming a corps for instructions in 
musketry and intantry drill and for 
shooting practice. It is felt that as 
the Empire is at war every able- 
bodied man should put himself in a 
position to be able to take part in 
its defence, if neccessary 

The methods adopted by the Ger- 
mans have reached the eXtreme in 
barbarism, 2nd have shown that 
there is no course, however in- 
human, and involving the lives of 
women and children, that they 
would hesitate to adopt 

It has suggested itself to some of 
the people living on those western 
plaines that one of the methods the 
Germans would adopt would be set 
fire to the crups while they are rip- 
ening and thus curtail] the Empire's 
supply of breadstuffs, The most 
effective deterren’ to any idea of 
that kind would be the knowledge 
that in every community throughout 
the West there was an organized 
body of men able to fight and shoot 

Then again if the war lasts as 
long as many expect,, further drafts 
of men will be required from Canada 
aid organized home guards would 
provide an excellent preliminary 
training 

We believe that there is consider 
able desire in this district for the 
establishment of some kind of train- 
ing corps, and would invite corres- 
pondence on the subject, with re- 
gard to having a corps organised 
before harvest time

Strathmore, Alta, 
May 25th 1915 
To the Editor of the ‘*Standard” 

Sir, I wish to bring before the 
people of the district of Strathmore 
the work and aims of a committee 
formed in England under the title of 
The National Committee for Relief 
in Belgium, An appeal has been 
issued and amongst those who have 
signed or approved of the 
appeal are such distinguished men 
as Lords Rosebery, Norfolk, 
Lansdowne, Bryce, The Chief Rabbi, 
The Moderator of the Church ot 
Scotland, the president of the Free 
Church Council, the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, John Redmond aud 
many others. Atthe present time 
it is estimated there are seven mill- 
ions of Belgians in Belgium of whom 
one million five hundred theusand 
are now utterly destitute, and 2,500 
coo will probably be in this cone 
dition before harvest time. To 
feed this immense number will ree 
quire 2,500,000 dollars per month 
and it is to secure this sum that an 
appeal has been issued by the Nat- 
ional Committee for reliet in Belgium 
A great work has been done by the 
American Nation in sending money 
and supplies to the relief of this dis- 
tressed people but aid is required 
for so many that no one nation can 
cope with the situation. 

To the fortunate people living 
in this country, where the securing 
of sufficient food to maintain in 
health is a simple matter, it is al- 
most impossible to grasp the dread- 
ful significance of a whole nation 
pining for their daily bread, Nor is
